
Engineers To 
Design Three 
Lane for 25N

Following a meeting last week concerning High¬ 
way 25 N, all parties agreed that the CDP Engineers 
will start designing a three lane from the intersection 
of Ellipse down U.S. 25 N, a design that will ulti¬ 
mately go to the District for review. This news may 
come as a welcome relief to many business and resi¬ 
dential property owners on Highway 25, who have 
been concerned about the impact of the earlier pro¬ 
posal of expanding the highway to five lanes. 

Last Eriday, city staff. Mayor Steve Connelly and 
CDP Engineers met with District 7 to discuss the up¬ 
coming expansion of Highway 25 N. District 7 had 
purchased software to complete a number of traffic 
models using both a three lane and a five lane design 
model. The proposed five lane design for Highway 
25 had caused a minor uproar among some Berea 
business and residential owners adjacent to the road, 
since the expansion would take all the state-owned 
right-of-way at either side, a right-of-way purchased 
in the 1940s when the highway was first built. Some 
of the businesses had built parking lots and other 
structures on the right-of-way and would lose that 
property with the five lane construction.

County Approves Home

mates in-house, at the fiscal 


court meeting on Tuesday. 
Judge Executive Kent Clark 
stated that they had looked 
through different proposals 
from companies that would 
manage the program, and 
they were all much more 
expensive than if Madison 
County Eiscal Court took 


care of the management it¬ 
self.

Meghan Takes the Cake at Kansas City Bake-Off

Eor cake baker extraor¬ 
dinaire Meghan Smith, 
this particular competi¬ 
tion a few weeks ago pre¬ 
sented some new chal¬ 
lenges for her. It was her 
first competition outside 
of Kentucky, it was the 
first time she was filmed 
live actually making one 
of her masterpiece cakes, 
and the first time she was 
presenting one cake in a 
competition while com¬ 
peting in a bake-off the 
same day. But in the end, 
none of these challenges 
ended up fazing her. 

"I thought I might be 
nervous," the 14-year-old 
Berean said, "but once I 
was there decorating in 
front of the cameras, I 
was fine. I felt like I was 
at home because everyone 
was so nice." 

The KC Cakefest took 
place in Kansas City, 
MO almost two weeks 
ago, from March 3-4, and 
Meghan was one of four 
selected to participate in 
the second annual Kids 
Live Cake Battle. Each 
contestant had three 


hours to decorate a signa¬ 
ture cake, with the theme 
of Kansas City - Past, 
Present and Euture. The 
Madison Southern stu¬ 
dent created a four layer 
cake in front of a live au¬ 
dience with a picnic scene 
on the bottom, barbeque 
sauces decorated on the 
second layer, the third 
decorated with fountains, 
the top layer with jazz and 
a saxophone on top. 

"I did some research 
on Kansas City, because 
I didn't really know any¬ 
thing about it," Smith 
said. "But I found out they 
were famous for their bar¬ 
beque, they were the sec¬ 
ond city with the most 
fountains and jazz music 
was big." 

Meghan and the other 
contestants were able to 
have two assistants help 
them during the three 
hours, one celebrity as¬ 
sistant and one from the 
Kansas City area. While 
decorating their cakes, 
the judges would come 
around and ask each con¬ 
testant questions from the 
audience of approximate¬ 
ly 300 people. Complete¬ 
ly focused on her cake. 


Meghan barely noticed 
when the judges would be 
hanging around with the 
microphones. 

At the end of the com¬ 
petition, the Kansas City 
residents in the audience 
and at home watching 
were thrilled with Smith's 
honoring of their fair city, 
and voted her the "Peo¬ 
ple's Choice" award. 

These four contestants, 
including Meghan, were 
chosen from 500 appli¬ 
cants to compete in the 
Kids Battle. Each kid had 
to submit an essay that 
answered the question, 
"What are you passionate 
about, and how can you 
use that passion to help 
others?," in order to enter 
the competition. 

Eor Meghan, the answer 
for what she was passion¬ 
ate about was easy - first, 
last and always — "baking 
cakes". She had already 
used this passion to help 
others, through the orga¬ 
nization Icing Smiles, a 
nonprofit that provides 
custom cakes for special 
celebrations for children 
who are critically ill. Bak¬

How many of us are still 
under the delusion that 
this country is the most 
free and wealthiest in 
the world? Truth be told, 
the foundations are rot¬ 
ting away and as we find 
ourselves on the slippery 
slope to economic collapse

The 24-hour news en¬ 
tertains us with endless 
footage of leaders from 
both political parties de¬ 
claring the cause we're in 
such a mess is the other 
party Do you really want 
to know who is to blame 
for the problems? Both. 

The mess we're in has 
taken decades to develop, 
and both Democrats and 
Republicans, if they were

Year of Kentucky's Forests 



In January, Governor 
Beshear signed a proclama¬ 
tion which declared 2012 
as "The Year of Kentucky's 
Forests". The designation 
celebrates the Kentucky 
Division of Forestry's 
100th anniversary. Origi¬ 
nally, KDF was known as 
the Board of Forestry, and 
it has changed consider¬ 
ably over the years. Initial 
priorities, however, have 
remained the same: pro¬ 
tecting from wildfire, as¬ 
sisting landowners with 
forest stewardship and 
producing seedlings for 
reforestation projects. 

KDF also trains, licenses 
and regulates "master log¬ 
gers" to assure "best man¬ 
agement practices" for 
good water quality, and 
assists communities with 
urban forestry planning. 
KDF also maintains two 
seedling nurseries (one, in 
West Liberty, was recently 
severely damaged by a tor¬ 
nado) and manages nine 
state-owned forestlands. 


I would like to commend 
KDF for their work. How¬ 
ever, I wonder if Berea Col¬ 
lege did anything in 1997 
to celebrate Berea College 
Forestry's centennial? This 
was before I came to Berea, 
so I don't know. But, it 
is interesting to note that 
Berea College was already 
actively engaged in forest 
management fifteen years 
before Kentucky's state 
forestry efforts began. In 
fact, Berea College has 
been involved with for¬ 
estry before practically any 
place in the United States. 

In 1897, the same year as 
the Forest Reserve Organic 
Act and the first College of 
forestry degree programs 
in the U.S. began, Berea 
College initiated their for¬ 
estry effort. Began by Pro¬ 
fessor Silas C. Mason, his 
initial goal was to offer 
general forestry education 
for students and a source 
of wood and income for 
the College. 

Professor Mason was 
a pioneer in American 
Forestry. The Professor 
of Horticulture and For¬ 
estry at Berea, he traveled 
to Europe to study for¬ 
estry in France, Switzer¬ 
land, and Germany before 
there were any colleges in 
America offering forestry 
training. In 1895, he was 


offered the position of As¬ 
sistant Chief of the USDA 
Division of Forestry (now 
Forest Service) by Dr. Ber¬ 
nard Fernow. 

In 1898, Dr. Mason pur¬ 
chased Berea College's first 
tract of forest land with his 
own personal funds. The 
next year, Ms. Sarah Fay of 
Boston, MA began to pro¬ 
vide funds for further land 
acquisition and Mason's 
salary. Her endowment, 
by 1918, had provided 
for the acquisition of over 
5,400 acres. 

When most of the Berea 
College Forest was pur¬ 
chased, it was highly erod¬ 
ed, abused and abandoned 
farm land and cut over, 
burned out timber land. 
Over the years; through 
fire control, tree planting, 
thinning, and other man¬ 
agement, the highly pro¬ 
ductive and scenic forest 
you see today developed. 

So, this year, as we rec¬ 
ognize the "Year of Ken¬ 
tucky Forests", let's also 
celebrate our Berea Col¬ 
lege Forest. "Take a hike" 
out at the Indian Fort trails 
and see what Dr. Mason 
wisely started over 100 
years ago. And, be sure 
not to throw out any trash 
while you're there.

Trust vs. Accuracy 



I've realized that it's 
possible to be accurate, 
but not true, in this field. 

In a recent newspaper, 
I was struck by the top 
headline of a story I've 
been following. The verb 
used was a pretty strong 
one, and it gave a whole 
different flavor to a story 
that wasn't nearly that 
dramatic. In a court of 
law they could justify us¬ 
ing it, but it wasn't a true 
picture. 

I've often been irritated 
by how different media 
outlets handle language, 
hammering words like 
nails, using blunt force 
to make them fit. I had 
two recent episodes my¬ 
self where I had to think 
about the language I used 
in stories — in both cases 
I could make a case for 
them, but I also wanted to 
make sure they reflected 
a true sense of what was 
going on. 

In a court hearing that 
occurred in the last few 
months, I used the term 
"kangaroo court" in my 
lead, which someone ob¬ 
jected to as disrespectful 
when they called. A case 
could be made either way, 
but I spent some time 
thinking about whether I 
reflected the hearing cor¬ 
rectly. Reporters don't 
just report, they also paint 
a picture of what hap¬ 
pened, and I wanted to 
make sure my picture was 
within the lines. 

In another article, I had 


used the term "practi¬ 
cally all" for how many 
property owners had 
built onto the state right 
of way on Highway 25. 
After someone gave 
a logical objection to 
this term, we printed a 
clarification that it was 
"some" property own¬ 
ers. 

That's the power of lan¬ 
guage - using the terms 
"some," "most," "almost 
all," can give complete¬ 
ly different ideas about 
what's happening. Often 
it seems that newspapers 
will use - to put forth a 
sports metaphor - phras¬ 
es such as "trouncing 
their opponent" when the 
more truthful statement 
would be "fought their 
way to victory". 

It's a problem in a field 
where selling newspapers 
and getting things out in 
print quickly are part of 
the survival game. Most 
reporters or editors can't 
or won't take the time 
to really think about the 
"truth" of a matter. Got 
deadlines buddy - no 
time for contemplation. 
Of course, Teresa gently 
scolds me for thinking 
about things too much 
- guess she's not paying 
me to muse on the mys¬ 
teries and philosophies of 
language - but as long as 
I still get the newspaper 
out on time, she'll let me 
contemplate my journal¬ 
istic navel. 

But that's the nice thing 
about weeklies and small¬ 
er, community newspa¬ 
pers. We have the time 
to be more careful and 
thorough in the reporting. 
The bigger dailies have 
to grab an audience con¬ 
stantly. But still, thinking 
about the "truth" of your 


writing doesn't need to 
take a ton of time, and 
I'm getting irritated at 
how often discernment 
and thoughtfulness gets 
blown to the side by the 
need for speed and dra¬ 
ma. 

Recently, a Lexing¬ 
ton television station 
reported that Highway 
25 would start construc¬ 
tion by the end of March, 
which I know for a fact is 
absolutely not true. Per¬ 
haps they got a press re¬ 
lease, perhaps they meant 
something else, but this 
type of carelessness could 
get everyone in this town 
up in arms for something 
that's not remotely true. 

In The Paper, which 
starred Michael Keaton as 
a metro editor - there was 
a climatic conflict at the 
end when he wanted to 
rerun a newspaper issue. 
He had gotten a police¬ 
man to 'fess up to the fact 
that two suspects who 
were arrested for murder 
were actually scapegoats. 
He had threatened the 
policeman that he would 
have to run the headline, 
"Got You," of the suspects 
being arrested, instead 
of "They Didn't Do It," 
which told the real story, 
if the cop didn't come 
clean. 

The "Got You" headline 
would have been accurate 
- they did arrest these 
two men - but the point 
was that it wasn't true. 
It was putting something 
forward into the public 
that would spin the story 
in a completely wrong di¬ 
rection. 

It's worth a little time, I 
would think, to make sure 
your "Got Yous" aren't re¬ 
ally "They Didn't Do It".

They estimated that 
the county could save 
$270,000 a year by placing 
25 inmates in the home 
incarceration program in¬ 
stead of keeping them in 
jail. The estimated cost for 
an inmate is $30 a day, as 
opposed to $4.25 for the 
home incarceration. 

The District Court 
would make the decision 
on who would be eligible 
for the home incarceration 
program; inmates placed 
on it would be electroni¬ 
cally monitored through 
equipment that the Fis¬ 
cal Court would rent. The 
county attorney, Marc 
Robbins, reported that 
the equipment could be 
programmed to prevent 
people from going to par¬ 
ticular places, or it could 
allow inmates to go any¬ 
where during the day but 
with a defined nighttime 
curfew. In that way, Clark 
said, the inmate could still 
work, or take care of chil¬ 
dren or elderly parents. 
The inmates would also 
be responsible for pay¬ 
ing for their participation 
in the home incarceration 
program, though there 
may be indigent popula¬ 
tions where the county 
would sponsor the cost. 

"This will be a really 
good way to help Doug 
lower that population in 
prison," Clark said. 

The Madison County 
Detention Center is a 190 


bed facility, but often has 
over 250 inmates. When 
the jail becomes too over¬ 
crowded, the State of Ken¬ 
tucky will often move the 
state inmates to another 
facility; these are the only 
inmates that the county 
receives reimbursement 
for, so their transfer puts 
more of a financial burden 
on the County. 

The magistrates and 
Clark discussed plans to 
hire people to monitor the 
program, employees who 
would become deputized. 
That way, if inmates do 
violate the conditions of 
their home incarceration, 
the person monitoring 
can immediately go and 
pick them up. 

"These companies, if 
we paid them to monitor, 
would end up calling our 
sheriff's department any¬ 
way to pick someone up, 
so we may as well handle 
it," Clark said. 

The magistrates voted 
to allow Clark to enter 
into an agreement with 
the company that would 
supply the equipment. 

"First of all, this should 
help Doug," Clark said, 
"secondly it will help the 
fiscal court, and last, it 
will help some people in 
jail." 

Carl Richards from 
EMA/CSEPP gave a 
storm update, reporting 
that eight tornado warn¬ 
ings, two severe storm 
weather warnings and 
two flash flood warnings 
were given in some part 
of the county over a week 
ago. Some barns on the 
Duncannon Interchange, 
and other properties re¬ 
ceived hail damage and 


some other property de¬ 
struction. 

"Compared to other 
counties, we fared quite 
well," Richards reported. 

Clark thanked Rich¬ 
ards for interceding in 
the matter of upgrading 
the 911 equipment. The 
radio upgrade will cost 
approximately $700,000 
- $750,000, and Rich¬ 
ards has negotiated with 
EEMA to match up to 
around $400,000 for the 
project which will save 
the three governments 
a substantial amount. 
Clark warned that once 
the CSEPP money is gone 
from the county, they will 
have to find other sources 
of funding for the contin¬ 
ual upgrades to 911 that 
are necessary. 

The county approved 
entering into a memoran¬ 
dum of agreement on the 
Whitehall Shrine Road. A 
million dollars has been 
given to the county to 
rebuild it, which will in¬ 
clude a ten foot wide bike 
and walk path. It will end 
up as seven miles of bik¬ 
ing and walking trails. 

The county clerk's office 
will be hiring some part- 
time, temporary help to 
assist the office in docu¬ 
menting their procedures. 

"When we're audited," 
County Clerk Kenny 
Barger said, "It's all up in 
the air, when procedures 
aren't documented, and 
then we end up with the 
auditor writing the pro¬ 
cesses instead of blessing 
them." 

The fiscal court ap¬ 
proved the clerk's request.

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pie, Robert and Sue John¬ 
son, who live adjacent to 
Gardner spoke strongly 
against the permit, as 
well as Collette Ingram, a 
relative of another adja¬ 
cent property owner. The 
conditional use permit 
was denied on a 3-2 vote; 
when Gardner asked for a 


finding of fact. Chair Paul 
Dean stated that the Board 
did not have to give one. 

In the Board's written 
decision, under "explana¬ 
tion of denial," the phrase 
was written, "Request for 
conditional use denied for 
harbouring chickens in a 
R-2 zone." In Gardner and 
Smith's appeal, it was stat¬ 
ed, "no reasons were given 
for the denial of the con¬ 
ditional use permit," and 
"the Board's action harmed 
Gardner because the de¬ 


cision is arbitrary, illegal, 
capricious and exceeds its 
lawful grant of authority." 
The appeal also recorded 
that the Board's failure to 
approve the application, as 
well as dismissive and sar¬ 
castic comments made by 
some of the Board mem¬ 
bers, violated Gardner's 
due process right to a fair 
hearing based on factual 
evidence in the record. 

Gardner and Smith are 
asking, in the appeal, not 
only that the decision be 


overturned, but that a 
complete record of this 
matter, including minutes, 
be filed with the Court. 
Berea Mayor Steve Connel¬ 
ly had asked City Attorney 
J.T. Gilbert to check into 
whether the open meeting 
requirement had been vio¬ 
lated by the Board of Ad¬ 
justments, since Dean had 
requested that the tape of 
the Jan. 25 hearing not be 
televised. 

The question of the in¬ 
formally named "chicken 


ordinance," and the pro¬ 
cess of granting a condi¬ 
tional use permit for har¬ 
boring chickens, came up 
at the last work session of 
the Berea City Council on 
March 6. City Administra¬ 
tor Randy Stone and Codes 
Enforcement Director Dale 
VanWinkle recommended 
to the city council that the 
granting of this conditional 
use permit become an ad¬ 
ministrative matter. The 
codes office could then re¬ 
view applications, and de¬ 


termine if people met the 
requirements. 

Stone stated that it would 
make more sense for the 
codes office to handle it, 
since the ordinance only 
required that certain prop¬ 
erty requirements be met. 
when one council mem¬ 
ber asked if this was being 
considered because of the 
Adams Street situation, 
both Stone and VanWinkle 
answered yes.

tail store for Habitat, locat¬ 
ed on Highway 25 N, helps 
to fund their work. 

"This is the ultimate re¬ 
cycling," Emiliano Canete 
said, the ReStore manager. 

They will only take gen¬ 
tly used or new items, 
however, that still have a 
good amount of life left 
in them. As Canete said, it 
it's bowed or been out in 
the weather, and it would 
probably go into the 
dumpster if it didn't go to 
Restore, then put it in the 
dumpster. 

"If we have on our 
shelves things that won't 
sell, that should be thrown 
away, then we won't have 
room for things that will 
sell and be reused," Canete 
said. 

Restore will come and 
pick up items from peo¬ 
ple's homes from Tuesday 
through Saturday, at no 


fee or charge. They will 
also take items that only 
need minor repairs. Build¬ 
ing materials from struc¬ 
tures that have been torn 
down are gladly accepted, 
though they ask that they 
are "de-nailed" first. 

If people wish to drop 
off stuff at the store, that's 
okay as well, though they 
should only show up Tues¬ 
day through Saturday. The 
Restore is open for busi¬ 
ness Wednesday through 
Saturday, 10 a.m. - 6 p.m. 
during the week, and 10 
a.m. - 5 p.m. on Saturday, 
but they are still around on 
Tuesday. 

Businesses and indi¬ 
viduals can also drop off 
any cardboard or office 
paper for recycling at the 
Restore, which keeps a 
big bin for both. They also 
take aluminum cans at the 
store, along with the small¬ 
er "houses" where people 
can drop them off, as a fun¬ 
draiser for Habitat. Canete 
said that four houses have 
been built for Habitat with 
the funds they've made 


from the aluminum cans. 

To ask for someone to 
pick up items, call 859- 
228-0579 or sign-up on the 
website, www.habitatmad- 
isonclark.org. 

Eor items that can no lon¬ 
ger be used, the county and 
the city both have clean-up 
services. The City of Berea 
will be holding their an¬ 
nual spring pick-up from 
April 2-6. City residents 
can put large items on the 
curb for pick-up during 
this week, on their usual 
garbage pick-up day. There 
will be a small fee for large 
items like couches or mat¬ 
tresses, which will show 
up on the usual garbage 
bill. 

Tires are often picked up, 
along with large amounts 
of trash and natural debris 
like brush. Large applianc¬ 
es will also be picked up 
that week, though refrig¬ 
erators should be certified 
free of Ereon. 

Madison County no lon¬ 
ger holds special clean-up 
weeks, since they are now 
available to pick-up larger 


items at any time. People 
in the county can call 624- 
4709 and ask to have appli¬ 
ances, furniture and other 
items to be picked up from 
the solid waste depart¬ 
ment. Scott Tussey from 
the solid waste department 
stated that there is a limit 
of four pieces per house. 

County residents can 
also reserve a flat-bed 
truck, from the loan-a- 
truck program. There is a 
reservation schedule for 
these trucks, so there may 
be a several-week wait. But 
people in the county, for 
free of charge, can reserve 
a flat bed to load up their 
stuff for disposal. 

Despite these services, 
Tussey states that the prob¬ 
lem of people dumping 
things at random places in 
the county, like off cliffs or 
in ravines, has only grown 
worse. 

"My motto right now, is 
one mess at a time," Tus¬ 
sey said. "That's all we can 
do."

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"The model was loaded 
with present day traffic 
counts plus a one percent 
growth factor per year for 
the next twenty years," 
Stone stated. "The one per¬ 
cent factor is very low but 
the eventual extension of 
the bypass is accounted for 
by the use of this low num¬ 
ber." 

At the meeting, accord¬ 
ing to Stone, it was deter¬ 
mined that the five lane de¬ 
sign was the optimum, but 
a three lane would be ac¬ 
ceptable. The three lane de¬ 
sign is one that the group, 
"Berea Citizens for Com¬ 
mon Sense on 25N," have 
advocated for, a group of 
property owners on High¬ 
way 25 N that objected to 
the five lane design. 

CDP Engineers will be 
designing the three lane, 
after District 7 provides 
them with the results of 
the traffic models for turn¬ 


ing movements at intersec¬ 
tions. In this design, right 
turn lanes will be added 
on both the west and east 
sides of Glades Road, 
which would require addi¬ 
tional purchasing of right 
of way.

in the driving lanes - four 
inches in width - and the 
shared use path will be 
moved to the west side of 
the project. 

Clay Drive will be closed 
on both ends in the new 
design, with a centralized 
entrance. Much of this 


drive will be left alone, 
with drainage and storage 
of water in pipes under the 
street. A three foot grass 
area will be placed next to 
the shared use path as a 
utility strip. A public meet¬ 
ing will be announced 
once the plan is approved.

Community Outreach For People Who Are Poor 

Berea Health Ministries Partnership - The partnership of Saint Joseph Berea (SJB) with 
Berea Health Ministries (BHM), a faith-based medical clinic, was formed in the spring of 
2010. SJB provides in-kind support that includes office and clinical space, maintenance, 
cleaning, information technology and other support as needed; in turn the clinic provides 
primary care, education and support for all people, but primarily the poor, uninsured and 
underinsured. SJB’s in-kind support was $38,973. The ministry has been able to extend 
hours to provide more options to patients through a Mission and Ministry grant provided 
by Catholic Health Initiatives. The grant is in its second year and has helped BHM to see 
an additional 1,100-f patients in fiscal year 2011. 

Other community outreach programs for the poor include: A Day of Hope program to 
improve children’s health, the Henrietta Child Fund, the Indigent Care Program, the Lights 
for Life Emergency Medical Services Fund, and the Patient and Family Assistance Fund. 

Community Outreach For The Broader Community 

New Opportunity School for Women - This program was developed to help low-income 
women have a second chance to gain new skills. In 2011, SJB provided free physicals, 
blood tests and mammograms for 19 participants. 

Other community outreach programs for the broader community include: community 
donations, St. Mark’s Catholic School educational programs, the Student Volunteer 
Program, and Lifeline — a program that provides emergency personal response for the 
elderly. 

Collaborative Efforts To Improve Community Health 

Get Healthy Berea - SJB’s hospital-sponsored community event promotes physical activity, 
nutrition and healthy alternatives. During the event, local and community vendors set up 
booths promoting healthy alternatives. SJB provided blood pressure screenings, cholesterol 
and blood sugar checks, and heart health information. The event also sponsored a “fun 
walk” and 8K run. The SJB Foundation sponsored the event. Hospital employees supplied 
labor and some supplies. 

Other collaborative efforts to improve community health include: hosting the Blue Grass 
Energy members meeting, partnership with the Madison County Health Department, the 
Safety Coalition, health professions education, community health and wellness education, 
the Spoonbread Festival, and the Hispanic Resource Fair.

This program differs 
from traditional reading 
programs in that it is not 
using a basal based text¬ 
book in which every stu¬ 
dent is reading the same 
story at the same time, and 
expected to be at the same 
level. Students are able to 
read the stories they have 
found an interest in. They 
discuss together the liter¬ 
ary elements from the sto¬ 
ries. 

School officials ex¬ 
plained that groups of stu¬ 
dents are understanding 
and discussing the meta¬ 
phors, similes, author's 
style, characters point of 
view and alliterations in 
the text. They are able to 


comprehend and visualize 
what the characters are ex¬ 
periencing. 

The students are becom¬ 
ing "vocabulary rich" by 
discovering new words. 
These new words are then 
becoming a part of their 
daily writing and their 
speaking. Fifth grade 
teacher, Paula Livingood, 
states that their discus¬ 
sions are becoming more 
adult like. Students are 
writing journal entries 
in their reading response 
notebooks and blogging 
on the computers about 
what they are reading. 

The school and parents 
have been very pleased 
with the results they are 
seeing in the students. 
Comprehension levels, 
vocabulary usage, writing 
skills, and state mandated 
testing scores have risen. 


Tyndall points out that the 
schools' test scores that 
were once at the bottom 
are now at the top of the 
district. 

Tyndall stated, "The best 
gift to give the kids is to 
help them love to read and 
love to write which will 
one day make them a suc¬ 
cessful person. If you can¬ 
not read well you will be 
at a disadvantage. If you 
read well then you can 
write well." 

The students seem to be 
enjoying the books, and 
like blogging and discuss¬ 
ing with their class mates 
about what they are read¬ 
ing. 

Livingood commented 
that, "Students are beg¬ 
ging to read ahead and 
even want to take their 
books outside at recess."
